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1 . THE STAGE IS NOW SET FOR THE ANNOUNCEMENT TF THE 
ECONOMIC PACKAGE THAT HAS BEEN OCCUPYING THE ATTENTION 
OF THE CABINET FOR ABOUT 3 WEEKS. THE CABINET CON- 
CLUDED ITS EIGHTH AND FINAL MEETING ON THIS SUBJECT 
LAST NIGHT. DETAILS WILL BE PRESENTED TO THE COMMONS 
TN DECEMBER 15 BY THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER. 

MEA WHILE PRESS SPECULATION CONTINUES OVER POSSIBLE 
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ELEMENTS OF THE PACKAGE. SEVERAL PAPERS REPORT THAT THE 
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SALE OF 500 MILLION POUNDS OF H.H. GOVERNMENT HELD 
BRITISH PETROLEUM STOCK (ABOUT A FIFTH OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT'S STAKE IN BP) IS LIKELY TO GO FORWARD, DESPITE 
THE OPPOSITION OF MANY LABOR MPS (SOME 75 HAVE ALREADY

OPPOSITION TO THE SALE MAY HAVE BEEN OVERCOME BY H.M. 
GOVERNMENT'S APPARENT INTENTION TO INCREASE ITS HOLDINGS 
OF BP FROM 48 TO 51 PERCENT, ASSURANCES THAT BURMAH 
OIL'S LEGAL CHALLENGE TO PREVENT H.H. GOVERNMENT FROM 
SELLING THE 20 PERCENT OF BP, SHARES ACQUIRED FROM 
BURMAH WILL FAIL, AND THE PREFERENCE AMONG THE CABINET 
TO SUBSTITUTE PROCEEDS FROM THE BP SALE FOR DEEPER 
SPENDING CUTS. 

ON THE IMF FRONT, BOTH THE TIMES AND GUARDIAN RE- 
PORT THAT THE GROUP OF TEN WILL MEET IN PARIS PROBABLY 
DECEMBER 22 TO MAKE THE 3.9 BILLION DOLLARS REQUESTED 
BY THE UK AVAILABLE TO THE IMF TO LEND. SINCE THE IMF

0.725 BILLION, WITH FRANCE, NETHERLANDS, BELGIUM AND 
SWEDEN ALSO CONTRIBUTING. 

2. SIR DEREK EZRA, CHAIRMAN, NATIONAL COAL BOARD, 

CALLED ON THE NATIONAL UNION OF MINERS YESTERDAY (DEC 9) 
TO RETURN TO THE NEGOTIATING TABLE TO DISCUSS THEIR 
CLAIM FOR EARLY RETIREMENT. EZRA'S APPEAL CAME AS THE 
MINERS WERE COMPLETING THEIR PIT HEAD BALLOTING ON 
WHETHER TO GIVE THE NUM EXECUTIVE AUTHORITY TO TAKE 
INDUSTRIAL ACTION, INCLUDING A STRIKE IF NECESSARY, IN 
SUPPORT OF THE UNION'S CLAIM. THE MINERS VOTE, TO BE

76, WHILE THE CGBR MAY BE OF THE ORDER OF 7.0 BILLION. 

4. FOREIGN EXCHANGE AND FINANCE: THE GILT MARKET WAS 
VERY QUIET THURSDAY IN ANTICIPATION OF NEXT WEEK'S 
ECONOMIC PACKAGE. 

THE FT INDEX OF 30 INDUSTRIALS FELL 5.6 TO 3 19.4 ON 
THE POSSIBILITY OF A LARGE MAJORITY AMONG THE MINERS 
IN FAVOR OF INDUSTRIAL ACTION IF THEIR DEMANDS ON EARLY 
RETIREMENT ARE NOT MET. 

STERLING DECLINED SLIGHTLY THURSDAY TO $1.6710 FROM
